London, Jan, 21.—Lord Strathcona 
died at 1.55 this morning, 

The aged statesinan’s last moments 
were very quiet, and he passed away 
peacefully in his sleep. 

His lordships' fatal illness was but 
short, and it was realized from an 
early hour Saturday morning that he 
was sinklng beyond recovery. An at- 
tack of catarrh which would have been 
& comparatively trifling matter for a 
man in the prime of life, was too se- 
vere for one who had passed the four 
score and ten mark well over three 
years ago. The malady completely 
prostrated him, eventually inducing 
heart weakness, so that the aged pa- 
tient sank into a state of coma, 

Hon. Mrs. Howard, Lord Strath- 
cona's only daughter, and to whom the 
title descends by royal patent, was 
present at the end, as was other mem- 

bers of the family. The house at 2 
Grosvenor Square was besieged by ‘!n- 
qulries as to the venerable statesman’s 
conditon, the king and queen being 
solicltous, and with other members of 
the royal family made repeated In- 
quiries, 

When death notice was finally 
posted, expressions of sympathy were 
received by hundreds from all sections 
of London's diplomatic, philanthropic 
and social life, and are still pouring In. 
Even in a mighty metropolis full of 
Striking personalities, Lord Strath- 
cona's figure had been one of the most 
striking, 

Worked Until the End. 

Until two months ago Lord Stra‘a- 
cona attended the office in) Victoria 
street daily, arriving at 10 o’clock, or 
even earlier, and remaining often till 
after nightfall. The Canadain office, 
{in fact, had been nicknamed in the 
vicinity “the light house,” ° through 
the windows. frequently being lighted 
Jong after the street was in darkness, 
There is not the least doubt that sheer 
force of will alone enabled Lord 
Strathcona to continue his activities 
even at such a venerable age.

His lordship, all the same, had 
booked a number of engagements for 
the next few months. less than ten 
days ago he wrote correspondents that 
although he was suffering from a cold 
he hoped to be about again in a few 
days. 


Effect on Revenue, 

Quebec, Jan. 21.—The death of Lord 
Strathcona will have a materlal effect 
on the revenue of the province of tho 
current year, It is understood that 
the immense holdings of the late high 
commissioner will fall under the suce 
cession law of Quebec, and caleula- 
tions fre easily made that the revenue 
from the estate will amount to miJ- 
lions of dollars. 

It is said it was anticipated that the 
value of the holdings was about $8£0,- 
000,000, and if so the succession dueg 
at eight per cent. would amount to 
$6,400,000, This amount will very 
likely be modified when the value of 
the estate in Quebec is known, as this 
very point has arisen over the judg- 
ment of the privy council in the Cot- 
ton case, At all events, the province 
Is expecting to benefit to the extent 
of several millions by tho death of 
Lord Strathcona. 

Parliament is Adjourned, 

Ottawa, Jan, 21.—Parliament was in 
session last night when the official 
cablegram announcing the death of 
Lord Strathcona arrived and was sent 
In to Premier Borden. A moment 
later, having consulted with Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, both leaders left the 
chamber to confer concerning the sad 
news. At the conclusion of Hon Mr, 
Oliver's speech an adjourninent of the 
debate was moved and the house ad- 
journed until this afternoon, when 
Premier Borden will officially com 
municate the news to parliament, and 
both he and Sir Wilfrid Laurier will 
speak in tribute to the deecased high 
commissioner,

LIFE HISTORY OF 


LORD STRATHCONA 
CHAPTER OF WEST 


Story of the Career of ‘‘The Man of Iron” is One of Amazing Activity 
and Surpassing Success—Whole of the Dominion Composed 
the Field of His Operations 


The imagination can scarcely supply 
a more thrilling career than that clos- 
ed by the death of Lord Strathcona, 
“The Man of Iron.” His Hfe story is 
}a moving chapter in the history of the 
West's development, one of amazing 
activity and surpassing success. While 
Winnipeg 
his tremendous creative genius, the 
whole of the Dominion was his fleld of 
operations and many lines of finance 
and industry. 

Born at the time when Europe was 
just settling down after the agony of 
the great Napoleonic wars, and coming 
to Canada when the Dominion was 
not dreamed, and when even there 
was lithe semblance of union among 
the provinces, he has lived through 
the history of civilization. 

When Donald Smith, aged eighteen, 
left his home in Morayshire, and sail- 
ed for Canada, Queen Victoria had just 
been crowned and the first steamship 
was preparing to cross the Atlantic, It 
took him six weeks to do a journey 
which is now accomplished in six days, 

The revenues of the country were 
not worth speaking about. 
and West were not accessible, for there 
was no railway across the continent, 
and the vast territories administered 
by the Honorable Company of Adven- 
turers, founded by Henry VIIL, and 
known as the Hudson's Bay Company, 
was the Great Lone Land of adventur- 
ous trappers and traders, 

Into this wilderness went Donald A. 
Smith in 1838. After ten years in the 
St. Lawrence ports he entered Labra- 
dor, where he remained until 1864, and 
established a reputation as a trader in 
pelts, and an administrator of the Hud- 
son's Bay company. His tact and wis- 
dom won the confidence of the Indians, 
and his iron constitution enabled him 


to thrive on the rigors of the climate. 


Reil Rebellion

At one of these meetings Mr. Smith 
is alleged to have said: “It’s clear we 
want money.

Becomes Sir Donald 

In £86, after the comp.etion of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, Mr. Sait 
received a knighthood of the Order of 
St. Michael and St. George. But he 
needed not a title to make himself 
known, As his riches increased so did 
his philanthorphy. One of his gifts, 
which Montreal will never forget, was 
the erection of a free hospital. When 
the building was erecied, he, with the 
assistance of his cousin, now Lord 
Mount Stephen, gave $800,000 towards 
its endowment.

Political Career. 

Lord Strathcona's first appearance 
in the field of politics was in 1870 when 
with Dr. C, J. Bird he was chosen as 
a candidate for the house of com- 
mons at Ottawa for the constituency 
of Selkirk. The same year he was 
elected without opposition re repre 
sentative of Winnipeg and St. John in 
the local house. 

Thus the first parliament of Mani- 
toba was held in the house of A. G. B. 
Bannatyne, “the best and most com- 
modious building in Winnipeg.” 

Eventually Dr, Bird retired from the 
Dorainton contest but a new candidate 
appeared in) John Taylor. The first 
Dominion election in Manitoba took 
place on March 2, 1871, and in Sel- 
kirk constituency the vote polled was:

Second Contest. 

The second Dominion election in the 
province of Manitoba was in Septem- 
ber, 1872. Donald A, Smith was this 
time opposed by Mr. Wilson (of the 
firm of Wilson and Hyman, in Sel- 
kirk). Partly and personal feeling ran 
high at this contest. In Winnipeg a 
riot took place during which the offices 
of the Manitoba Gazette and Le Metis 
were sacked. Donald A, Smith was 
again clected for Selkirk, 

This parliament saw the defeat of 
Sir John A. Macdonald's government 
in what was known at the time as the 
Canadian Pacific Scandal. 


Third Election. 

The election following dissolution in 
1874 was one of the hardest fought of 
any of the many political struggles in 
which Lord Strathcona was a_prin- 
cipal. He was again opposed in Sel- 
kirk by John Taylor, but almost at 
the last moment, Mr. Taylor resigned 
in favor of A. G. B. Bannatyne who 
upto the moment of his candidature 
had been a strong supporter of Mr. 
Smith, The result was, Donald A. 
Smith elected by 104 majority. 


Fourth Contest. 

In 1878 Donald A. Smith was again 
a candidate for Selkirk his opponent 
being Mr. Morris, This was most 
bitterly fought out by the partisans of 
both and every political meeting held 
ended in a “whoop up.” Polling day 
was on September 26, 1878, and Don- 
ald A. Smith headed the poll with a 
majority of ten votes. A recount and 
protest followed but Smith retained 
the seat, 

It must be understood that in all 
these contests Donald <A, Smith, now 
a supporter of Sir John A. McDonald, 
next a supporter of Mr. McKenzie, 
and they again a supporter of Sir 
John, was at heart neither Liberal or 
Conservative. He had only one policy, 
to build the Canadian Pacific rajlroad. 
From this policy he never swerved 
and himself drove the last spike of 
the great undertaking on November 7, 
1885, at Craigellachie, B.C. 

Fifth Contest. 

The last political fight in the west 
in which Donald A. Smith was a prin- 
cipal, was in 1880, when in September 
he contested the Winnipeg seat with 
Col, Thgs. Seott. The fight was a 
strenuous one and when Colonel Scott 
was elected his adherents carried tha 
rejoicings over his triumph to a piteh 
that showed little consideration for the 
defeated one. 

Having in the meantime taken up 
his residence in Montreal, Lord Strath 
cona represented the constituency of 
Montreal West from 1887 until 1894 
when he was appointed High Com- 
missioner for Canada at London and 
sworn on the privy council.

COUNCIL TURNS 
PROPOSAL DOWN 


Some Aldermen Favor Having 
Proposition Taken up in 
Committee, 


The council turned down a_ pro- 
position made by the Edmonton Power 
Company in which this company offers 
to supply to the city electric energy 
for a period of eleven years at a price 
of 0.9 cents per K.W.H. The daily 
consumption as specified in the agree- 
ment is 4,000 K.W.H. between the hours 
of 6 a.m, and 12 p.m. and 2,000 K.W.H. 
between the hours of 12 p.m. and 6 a.m, 
The lowest price the city is now charg- 
ing the utilities is 2 cents per K.W.H. 
to the street railway and to power 
users when taken at off-peak times. 

H. H. Deuitt, one of the principals 
of the Edmonton Power Company, was 
present at the council meeting last 
night and explained his proposition, 
He stated that before clection he had 
laid the matter before Superintendent 
Parsons, who stated that he would ap- 
prove of the proposition. Mr. Deuitt 
said that he was willing to show the 
elty that his company could produce 
power much cheaper than the city, and 
if he could not do this, then of course 
the city should produce its own power. 

The whole proposition as submitted 


by this company is embodied in the 
form of an agreement with all the 
necessary binding clauses to protect 


both the interest of the city and.the 
company, the agreement having been 
drawn up by Emery, Newell, Ford, 
Bolton & Mount, 

Should the city decide to take over 
30,000,000 K.W.H. during the year, all 
power taken over this amount would 
be charged for at the reduced rate of 
0.8 cents per K.W.H, 

In moving that the offer be filed, 
Alderman East took the view that it is 
not good policy to let a contract for a 
part of the load, thus leaving the city 
plant to take care of the peak load 
Which would then be increased in cost. 

“That is a matter which will stand 
a little investigation,” said Alderman 
Campbell. “LT have always thought 
that power should) be furnished 
cheaper.” He moved that it be referred 
to the operation committee for report. 

Alderman Kinney said that this com- 
mittee might get some valuable infor- 
mation from this matter, and seconded 
the amendment made by Alderman 
Campbell. 

Alderman Smith said that if this 
froposition is entertained there will be 
dozens of power companies with 
similar propositions, same as_ there 
were last year, and the time of the 
commissioners and superintendent will 
be taken up in investigating these in- 
stead of devoting their time to making 
the utilities pay, “Let these men get 
down to business and operate the 
utilities,” he argued, “The cost of 
power was reduced last year, and it 
will still further be cut down this 
year.” 

Aldermen Calder and Douglas were 
both in favor of referring it to a com- 
mittee for investigation, but the 
majority of council was in favor of 
filing the report, and Alderman East's 
motion to this effect was declared 
carried.

CONSERVATIVE PATRONAGE, 

For the purpose of building a million dollar post office 
upon a four-hundred and fifty-thousand dollar site, tenants 
ot buildings in Calgary worth probably a quarter of a million 
dollars have been notified to vacate at once that the buildings 
may be razed and construction commenced on the new post 
Office. 

The Borden government is surely good to Calgary, and 
quite evidently appreciates the conservative majority which 
the electors of that city give to Mr. Bennett than they do the 
necessities of other cities in the west. Edmonton, the 
natural debouching point for the only considerable area of 
free land on the continent, is compelled to get along with a 
rented land office and an immigration office which was too 
small when first built, while it is doing business in a post office 
Which is not nearly as good as the one which is being aban- 
doned in Calgary.

As dispenser of the patronage, it is quite evident that the 
local leader of the conservatives has not been able to convince 
the heads at Ottawa that he has had any very great chance of 
making Edmonton a conservative city at the next election.

zen believes that the money he works 
to earn should not be spent in keeping 
other men jn idleness. in 
900 Men at Work. 

Following up this belief, the city: has 
sore 900 men at work for $% hours a. 
day at approximately 30 cents an hour, 
un even dollar being paid for the 3% 
hours, These men, under direction of 
#1 foxemen and the special supervision 
of Jo A. ‘tughes, have been’ at work 
clearing up streets and lanes in the 
outskirts of the city. They have 
chopped trees, sawed wood,  grubbed 
roots—as much as the frozen ground 
the land on which they have worked, Ko 
would permit—have, In general, cleared 
that Jt Is ready for further improve- 
ment. by making streets, Janes, or 
green grass of It.. Some idea of the 
way this work has been carried on Is 
to be had trom the fact that it takes 
two wagons to move the tools from 
place to place, ‘These tools include 500 | 
axes, 100 crosseut saws, grubhvoes, 
bush hooks, picks, and spades, 

Soon Be Idle Again. 

But this sort of work has been preity 
well used up, and the men soon will be 
idle unless something is done to set 
more work before them, In this state 
‘of things the Edmonton Welfare ass :- 
ciation has a plan which Js caleulited 
to help to employ the men} not to keep 
all of them at work, but to help toward 
it, This plan is to establish camps at 
places where land {is to be cleared, and 
to carry on the work all winter. It is 
proposed to take on al! of this kind of 
work that can be found within 106 
miles of Edmonton, preferably, { 
course, doing that which is close at 
hand first. The work is to be dove at 
the charge of those who own the land | 
and citizens with this sort of work to! 
be done are urged to come forward and | 
offer the work to be done at reasonable | 
charges and under capable supervisio.. | 
It is proposed to make the charge no} 
much per acre—probably from five io 
ten dollars for an average—so that the 
owner of the land will pay for value 
received only.
